WEED OF A SECOND LANGUAGE. 


I must also guard myself against. the 
misgonception that I have any desire to’ 
see a reformed Chinese language sub-, 
stituted for English as the ies of 
instruction in this University.: Such on 
idea isso far from my mind that I would 
rather give it as my settled opinion that 
no Chinese can make a‘ really scientific 
study even of his own language without 
first. acquiring a competent knowledge of 
some infexional language and that he wil} 
find no,languagé more useful than_Eng~ 
lish for’ such a purpose.’ When we loo 
through the eye-piece of a telescope, we 
see ‘the object in the field of vision, but 
the telescope itself disappears from. view. 
Similarly when we use our mother tongue 
as an instrument for the expression uf 
thought, we lose sight of its grammatical, 
syntactical and etymological peculiarities ;, 
and .these peculiarities are best brought 
home to us'-when we place our’ patie 
language side by side. with another lan- 
guage, or preferably with several other 
lnnguages, and study them in comparison 
as it were from. outside.”

Martin:who testified that she’ noticed the 
abnormal condition of ‘the.bird when it 
was brought to her house on December. 


20th Jast year in preparation for Christ-' 
mas dinner, Mrs. Martin stated that 


when the turkey “was killed it. weighed 
ti" pounds 3 ounces, but of this weigh 
2} Ibs. constituted the meal which had’ 
been rammed down the bird's neck ty 
give it a plump appearance. te 


The normal weight of o turkey’s crop, 
explained complainant, is about 4 oz. 

Mr. K. E.. Newman prosecuted on he- 
half of the Shanghai S.P.C:A. but the 
accused denied responsibility for the fraud 
stating that he bought the turkey from 
aman who'has since returned to the 
country,

Mr-" Newman argued that there was 
evidence that he had possession ‘of a 
turkoy which was suffering agony. * A 
turkey could. not’ keep that amount! af 
food in its.crop from. morning until night’ 
—which time it was in sole" possession of 
the defendant—unless it. had been fed 
during the day while in accused’s posses- 
sion,’ said Mr. Newman.

MR..A. FINDIAY SMITE. 
We regret to record the death of Mr, 


Alexander Findlay Smith,’ which occurred f° 
fon January"11th.in the Isle of Wight. 


The ‘déceased gentleman ‘was juib on 
82 years ‘of age and spent nearly sixty’ 
years in Hongkong. He was born ‘nat: 


Naira, N.B., on Febrijary rth, 184, and |_ 


came to Hongkong in 1867, landing in 
the Coloay on January ist. He was 
wont to recall in his Inter years the 
‘fact that he walked up to Victoria Peak 
on’ the day of his, arrival, and he 
observed the anniversary by walking up 
tothe flagstaff every New Year’s Day— 
from the upper terminus of the tramway. 
alter the line was constructed—so long 


as he was physically able to undertake 
the walk, ° 


|, The name of Mr, Findlay Smith must 


always remain assodinted with the dove- 


-} lopment of the Peak district, for’ it: was 


he who was primarily responsible for the 


building of the Peak+Tramway and the |. a 


Peak Hotel. In recognition of this a 
road built a few years ago was siven 
the name of Findlay Road. : 

The Into Mr. Smith came to Hongkong 
43 & mercantile asaistant and became x 


partner in’ the now defunct. frm af oa 


McEuen, Frickel & Co., "and he ‘carried 
‘on the business of a merchant for mauy 
Years... It was in 1881 that he sent. in 
a petition to the Governor (then Sir 
John. Pope Hennessey) for ‘permission to 
‘construct and work 2 wire" rope railway 
from. Queen's Road to Victoria Gap. It 
was two years Inter that permission was 
granted, but the extent of the line was. 
to be, not from Qucen’s Road 
St. John’s Place~the present 
to Vietorin Gap. Associated with him 


in the enterprise was the Hon.’ Mr.+| 
Phineas Ryrie, a very active member of 
the: Legislative Councit of those days. 
There were hardly a dozen houses on the’ 
Peak then, and there ‘was not much con- 
fidenas that sucha line would ever be- 
come remunerative. However, a com- 
pany styled the Hongkong “High Levels 
. was'formed, and, the Work 
of construction was begun in 1883 and 
finished in 1883,., The first tram was run 
in 188°. Mr. Findlay’ Smith remained .on 
the directorate oF the Company until; 
} 1859, when he.went Home.on leave and 
he’ did not rejoin the Board..’The Com- 
pany “was reorganised and named the 
Peak Tramway -Co.,- and Messrs. J. D, 
Humphreys & Co. became the General 
Bers. :] . 
Some ten or twelve years ago Mr. 
Findlay Smith secured from the Govern. 
ment ‘a concession to construct another 
tramline to the Peak, up the Glenealy 
ravine, the intention being to give the 
publie quicker acccss to roads on the 
middle level, such as Caine Road, Robin- 
son Road and Conduit Road. Surveys’ 
Were made: and. plans prepared, and, then 
Mr. Smith parted with the concession to 
the existing..Tramway Co. for $25,000. 
When the Company had made arrange- 
ments ta start the work’ of construction 
considerable public. opposition developed 
to .certain . features of the scheme." 
Alférnative proposals. were examined, 
and finally the project was abandoned 
because the estimated cost of the under’.’ 
taking was deemed to be prohibitive, . 
Mr. Findlay: Smith often in his later 
years’ recalled with amused ‘interest 
the pessimism he encountered regarding 
the possible development of the Peak as 


. but from 


a residential area, and was legitimately |: 


proud of the fact that he persevered with 
his enterprises in the face of the most 
disheartening discouragement, In his 
holidays he travelled all over the globe 
to see the hill railways that existed. ° 

After the liquidation of the ‘firm of 
MecEuen, Frickel & Co., he devoted him- 
self to the development: of the Peak 
Hotel, and considerably enlarged it. He 
sold the Penk Hotel some three or four 
Years ago to the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Hotels Co., Ltd. . .

finally ‘left, the Colony greatly enfeebled 
yy age? and partial blindness. 
The late Mr. Smith married in 1834 a 
Dutch lady who died afew years ago in 
England; but he is survived by.two ons,
